It'sDaylightTime 
In 8 States Today 


NEW YORK, April 24—(UP)— 
Daylight Saving Time went into ef- 
fect in eight States and in some 
cities, towns and villages of 21 
others at 2 a. m. Sunday. 

Atlanta clocks will not be af- 
fected. 

The hour “lost”*Sunday will not 
be “found” until Sunday, Sept. 26, 
when clocks are turned back. 

The States observing Daylight 
Time are California, Connecticut, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Nevada, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey and 
Rhode Island. New York State law 
gives cities the right to take their 
choice. Most, including the New 
York City metropolitan area, will 
adhere to Daylight Time. 

In the Nation’s Capital a bill to 
put the District of Columbia on 
Daylight Time has passed the Senx 
ate. It is expected to be approved 
by the House on Monday.

~ How Smart Is Your Baby? 


_EVANSTON, IIL, April 24—(#)—Psychology Professor A. R. 
Gilliland and associates at Northwestern University have de 
veloped a new test to learn just how smart a baby is. The test is 
said to be unique in that it meastires intelligence of babies as 
young as four weeks. 


__ It consists of 40 items, with tests made by trained examiners. 
Some of them are whether the baby closes his fingers around a 
rattle, blinks or averts his eyes from a ray of light, focuses on an 
object, makes searching head movements at the sound of a rattle, 
reacts to a ringing doorbell, or investigates a scrap of paper 
placed on his face. The test was developed at the request of 
adoption agencies, which want to determine a child’s intelligence 
at the earliest age possible.

A Mr. J. Donald Adams, a contributing 
editor of the New York Times Book Re- 
view, has written in "48 Magazine an 
article which has us hoping he is right.

being read in the '90s. More than a few have 
turned a definitely critical eye on the men and 
events of the period covered by the story. 

f-don’t believe it can be said that contempo- 
rary historical novelists show any greater nar- 
rative skill than their predecessors; perhaps, 
in the main, not as muah—always excepting 
Miss Mitchell. She showed, it seems to me, a 
narrative gift of the first order, and I mean 
precisely that—the kind of story-telling ability 
that Dumas had. : 

1 shall be much surprised if “Gone With 
the Wind” does not light the way to oblivion 
for most of the stories which have followed in 
its wake. For far too many of these are not the 
result of an inner compulsion, a consuming 
interest, such as caused Miss Mitchell to write 
her book; they are merely attempts to mount 
the bandwagon. 

All this pleases us very much. We liked 
“Gone With the Wind” and we like Miss 
Mitchell, and we have been sickened by 
the flood of bad imitations. If her novel 
does indeed light the way to oblivion for 
these exhibitionists of imitation we will 
think even more of it.

For Journalism 


Now. and then I sit back and reflect that I 
started in this business as a writer of humor in 
. a college newspaper and was one of the founders 
of Vanderbilt University’s first humor magazine. In fact, Mr. Tom 
Sims (whose name you see or the cartoon strip “Popeye”) and I 
once got out two consecutive issues of the magazine without any 
help, writing’ all the alleged jokes, articles and comment. 1 con- 
tinued on my merry way, with quip and jest, defying loathed melan- 
choly, until one bright Spring day when the University officials 
took a very funereal view of some humor by Mr. Sims, another 
gentleman, now a distinguished Texas physician, and by me. I 
later was told that even the Chancellor laughed in private until 
tears ran down the furrows of his sorrowful face. But when he 
talked to me there was no suggestion of a smile at the corners of 
his mouth. 


Disaster My cause was done no good by the fact that in the col- 
lege paper of that week I had turned to serious sub- 
jects in a ringing editorial accusing the university administration 
of embezzlement. I still think 1 was technically right, in that the 
provision of a will had been ignored. All of this, however, had 
the same effect upon the bloom of my university career as does 
the visit of a family of very hungry boll weevils to the lovely green 
boll of the cotton plant. 1 turned thereafter to serious subjects, 


. like making a living, and left the quest of laughter to others whose 


buoyant spirit had not been crushed by a university chancellor 
with a voice like a shovel scraping ork wet concrete. 

The Chancellor was the bull’s-eye toward which many a humor- 
ous arrow was aimed, I deplore some of them, especially those 
young delinquents who borrowed three beer kegs from the local 
brewery and put them on the front porch of the Chancellor’s home 
late one Saturday night, there to entertain the early throngs which 
passed his home on-the Sabbath morning. I suppose that was, as 
he said in chapel, the work of young men of immature minds and 
warped characters. The mature skeleton hanged from the chapel 
ceiling by warped adolescents also failed to cause the Chancellor to 
break into merry peals of laughter and the clapper stolen from the 
college bel] also affected him like the cramp colic. 


Iris The Chancellor had an iris garden which was the Spring 

plague of the loeal newspaper businesss, as I learned shorthy 
after the bloom was off my college career and I had turned to 
reporting. 

Every Spring some unfortunate young reporter was assigned the 
task of describing the beauties of the iris garden and a photogra- 
pher was sent along to register for posterity the lean figure of the 
Chancellor with his saturine face down among the blossoms, clash- 
ing with them.

A New Conception of State Services 


Services on a State basis rather than on a county basis were advocated by Acting Gov. Thompson 


and his administrative aides in talks before the Georgia Association of County Commissioners. 


The 


State can provide certain necessary services more adequately and at the same time relieve the 


counties of the burden of financing them. And 


such services can be administered to the greater. 


penefit of all people on a Statewide rather than county-by-county basis. 


Pointing to the failure of two-thirds of Geor- 
gia’s counti provide County Health Depart- 
ments, Thompson suggested it would be better 
for the counties to step out of the health taxa- 
tion field’ entirely and let the State provide all 
health services. Since disease knows no county 
lines, the @unprotected counties are menacing 
those counties which have Health Departments. 
The State could provide health protection for 
citizens of every county, without the overhead 
expenses of a Health Department in every one 
of the 159 counties. 


A move already is being made in that direc- 
tion by the State Health Department. It is 
establishing District Health Headquarters to 
provide some servicé to every county, whether 
it has a county health unit or not. This plan 
is superimposed on top of the existing county 
health units, however. Thompson's idea would 
eliminate the necessity of counties putting up 
tax money to operate a County Department, 
and would have the State enlarge the person- 
nel of the district offices so they could care 
adequately for every county in the district.

Hogs Are High, Meat Plentiful 


The market for cattle remains strong in the Moultrie area and 
throughout the county. The price of hogs is lower by six or seven 
cents than the high point reached around the turn of the year. The 
scarcity of hogs and shortage of meat about which you read a great 
deal in the late Fall months of 1947 doesn't seem to have material- 
ized. There were many predictions made even by the Agriculture 
Department that there would be something approaching a meat 
famine in the Spring of 1948. So far this famine shows no signs 
of development to a point that will be embarrassing to the Ameri- 
can housewives, There is still an abundance of meat in the stores 
and in the storage houses. The lower price of hogs results from a 
bountiful supply of méat on storage. We expected that the scarcity 


. of corn and the high price of feed would result in unprecedented 


meat shortages and in exceptionally high prices, maybe tHe highest 
we have seen since the war. It was also predicted when the work- 
ers in the packing plants went on strike that this would contribute 
to a further shortage in the meat supply. 

Now there is no evidence that the high price of corn or the 
scarcity of corn or even the closing down of our largest packing 
plants have curtailed the supply of meat to any serious extent. 
So far the production of hogs and the marketing of hogs have 
shown no considerable loss. They are still coming to market in 
numbers that seem ample for this season of the year. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in attempting to give an explanation, tells us 
that the pe8ple are not buying meat this year in as large quantities 
as they bought it last year. The high cost of living they think 
may have had something to do with this. It seems more likely that 
the great abundance of meat animals being marketed by the farm- 
ers have served to depress the market. They also tell us that be- 
cause of the high cost of feed many livestock men are selling their 


breeding stock, and this gives a temporary increase in the number | 


of meat animals coming to market, but in the end it will have 
the effect of cutting down the meat supply. They tell us now 
that the meal shortage will be delayed, but that it will come in 
the end. That will depend on the feed crops of 1948.

don’t know, dear, it may be an ordeal for him and for you. Whatever you do, don’t show any shock 
er surprise. I haven’t seen him since his last two or three operations, though I’m told he looks 
. much better now. Good heavens, I'll never forget the first time I saw him after the crash—” 


Se I went along to Piccadilly thinking that 
plastic surgery is a wonderful thing and assum- 
ing that the young man from Georgia would 
show scarcely any scars of his accident.

GENEVA, N. Y., April 24—(4)—A concentrated onion juice 
developed here cam be stored as long as two years, and still give 
a good onion flavor to many dishes. It was developed at the New 
York State Agricultural Experiment Station as a use for offgrade, 
discolored, or blemished onions. The juice is squeezed out, then 
frozen to concentrate it. Then it’s whirled in a centrifuge to sepa- 
rate ice from the concentrate. The concentrated juice can be used 
in soups, sauces, pickles, catsup and other food products.

“Bear” Bryant, coach of the Kentucky Wildcats, 
telling him just the one way he should NOT try 
to defeat Wally Butts’ Georgia Bulldogs. 

I had just witnessed the Georgia-LSU game 
in Athens and saw the Tigers of Bernie Moore 
turn on the heat following the opening kickoff 
and in a few minutes score two touchdowns. 
This appeared to be just the beginning of a rout. 
It was—only the Tiger was routed, not the Bull- 
dog. Final score: Georgia 35, LSU 19. 

After twenty-odd years in the coaching pro- 
fession (most of those years were odd ones), I 
thought I would give my good friend “Bear” 
Bryant a friendly tip. I warned him to throw 
out the customary football tactics when he faced 
Georgia. Discard the time-worn admonition to 
the team: “Get the jump on the opponent; put 
him off balance with a quick touchdown; fol- 
low it up with another before the opposition re- 
covers from the first lightning thrust,” etc. This 
against the 1947 Bulldogs was no dice. LSU 
tried it, only to find themselves taking a ter- 
rible beating from an enraged Bulldog who 
wasn’t mad at anybody until he found himself

said later that he followed my advice. He even 

doubled it. His strategy was not to score two 
quick touchdowns, but to get four in a hurry. 

I cannot second-guess Bryant there because 
four quick touchdowns in any game, at any 
time, is pretty fair strategy. 

- Following this great victory, Coach Bryant 
was awarded a Kentucky Colonelcy, the keys 
to the city of Lexington, a gold fountain pen, 
guaranteed not to write under water, a lifetime 
pass to watch Coach Adolph Rupp’s ‘basketball 
practice session, and last but by no means least, 
a giant traveling bag. 

' All these gifts were recalled after the Ten- 
nessee game; that is, almost all of them. Coach 
Bryant was allowed to keep the traveling bag. 
In fact, some of the alumni were around dusting 
it off, just in case.

It was almost too much for me. With tears 
streaming down his handsome face, the man 
who once wrestled a giant bear to its knees 
took his squad one by one, analyzing their 
strength and their weaknesses. Before he had 
even named a backfield man, I was reaching for 
my ‘’kerchief. 

After we had both had a real good cry, I 
learned that things at Old Kaintuck were not 
quite as bad as they appeared at first glance. 

True, 19 lettermen will be missing when 
Kentucky lines up for the opening kickoff in 
1948. Nine of these men were regulars and six 
were on the second team. “Bear” lost quite a 
chunk of his football team when his great cen- 
ter, Rhodemeyer, graduated. This very impor- 
tant position will be one of the Kentucky weak 
spots unless this boy Ulinski recovers from a 
knee operation. The guard spot will: be ade- 
quate but inexperienced. Tackles, OK. Ends, 
mostly new ones, and the hope is that they 
will at least be mediocre. 

In the backfield the fair-haired boy is Dopey 
Phelps. This elusive speedster can break up 
a ball game any time he touches that pigskin. 
Most of Kentucky’s offense will stem from 
Phelps at his left halfback position. The rest 
of the backfield will not be quite as speedy or 
as classy as Phelps, but when Coach Bryant has 
such talent to build around, I am not going to 
feel sorry for him. 

The Kentucky Wildcats for 1948 look better 
offensively, both running and passing. The 
kicking may not be as good and their all-around 
defensive play may not come up to their 1947 
standards. 

At this time I see Kentucky not as a great 
team, but as a dangerous outfit that cannot win 
all their football games. They will be a team 
that can give you a rough afternoon of it, if 
you are not set for them. 

Coach Bryant has done a remarkable job in 
his two years at the steering wheel of Kentucky 
football. Just as long as the “Bear” can drive 
an automobile and high school boys can sign 
their names to Southeastern Conference Grants- 
in-Aid, the rest of the Conference will be worry- 
ing about Kentucky and the “Bear.” 

He showed me he knew his way around in 
Conference circles by the manner in which he 
handled Alabama—Bryant dropped them from 
his schedule. You can’t beat that kind of 
strategy.

GAVE birth: to my baby boy while under 
hypnosis. It was the most amazing and won.- 
derful experience in my whole life. I felt 
absolutely no pain at any time and have no rec- 
ollection of the actual delivery, though my doctor 
tells me I co-operated beautifully. No drugs or 
anesthetics were used. It was a safe and natural 
childbirth, without the usual agony and fear.

wanted to see my husband. He was in a terrible 
State, nervous and jittery, while I was completely 
calm.

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TWO HIGHWAYMEN AND THE

N 1725, two highwaymen asked an English court 
to rule on the division of their plunder and got 
themselves officially hanged as a result. 

In 1948, exactly 223 years later, Henry Harmon 
Hamilton, Jr., received an annulment from his 
socially prominent New York wife, Beatrice 
Meeker Macomber Hamilton, on the basis of the 
action taken in the suit of the two brigands. 

Official Referee John F. Carew, in recommend- 
ing the annulment, cited the highwaymen’s case 
and declared that a marriage which is deliberately 
childless is as much a “criminal partnership” as 
the pact of the highwaymen and consequently 
should be terminated by court action. 

This conclusion was no great surprise fo 
Hamilton or the former Mrs. Hamilton, ex-wife 
of Frank G. Macomber III, but it was a surprise 
to meinbers of Park Avenue society who did not 
know that Beatrice and Henry were married and 
therefore had no idea of their marital difficulties. 

Hamilton, who married the socialite secretly 
two days before he entered the Marines in October 
1943, asked for the annulment on the grounds that 
his wife refused to have children. 

“It so happens I’m the last of the line in my 
family,” Hamilton told the court, “and I don't 
intend to have it stop short with me.” 

Beatrice, a career girl now working as a travel 
agent in New York City, did not contest the suit. 
She said simply: 


Chew 


“Why should I? All his allegations are true. 
What point is there in contesting them? 

“As a matter of fact we still love each other 
dearly but not enough to be married to each other.” 

The precedent for the annulment cited by the 
referee was established in England 223 years ago 
following the filing of a petition for accounting 
by one John Everet against his “associate,” 
Joséph Williams. It was a very well-drawn and 
business-like petition, starting: 

“The plaintiff was skilled in dealing with sev- 
eral commodities, such as plate, rings, watches, 
ete. The defendant applied to him to become a 
partner. They entered into a partnership and it 
was agreed that they should equally provide all 
sorts of necessaries, such as horses, saddles, 
bridles, and equally bear all the expenses on the 
road and at inns, taverns, alehouses and fairs...” 

It went on to say that they had “dealt with 
several gentlemen for divers watches, rings, 
swords, canes, hats, cloaks, horses, bridles, saddles 
and other things” and had continued “their joint 
dealings at Bagshot, Salisbury, Hampstead and 
elsewhere to the amount of 2,000 pounds ($10,000).”’ 

The bill then alleged that the defendant would 
not “come to a fair account” with the plaintiff 


The Action of an English Judge in Dis- 
solving a Criminal Partnership Laid the 
Basis for the Annulment of a Marriage 
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and asked the court to determine mutual profits. 

But before the petition could be tried on its 
merits somebody tipped off the English jurists 
that this was no legitimate business transaction 
but an agreement for dividing the loot from high- 
way robberies. The indignation of the court was 
so great that the jurists promptly dissolved the 
illegal partnership and ordered the execution of 
the two highwaymen. 

In the recent annulment suit, Hamilton told 
the referee of his great desire for children and his 
wife’s refusal to raise a family to carry on the 
name of Hamilton, 

“We had a week’s honeymoon after our mar- 
riage before | went in the Marines,” he related. 

“That was in October, 1943, and I was away 
until August, 1945. 

“When I got back from the service I tried to 
make a go of it but everything had changed in 
the two-year period which had elapsed. 

“Before the marriage we had discussed the 
advisability of having children.” 

Referee Carew questioned: 

“Why didn’t you get it in writing?” 

Hamilton replied: 

“It did not occur to me that that was a thing 
you would ask a woman you were going to marry 
to put in writing. Her word was good enough 
for me,” 

Referee Carew pointed out that if Hamilton 
were going to buy a house he would get the 
contract in writing and Hamilton answered: 


Se 
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“T have never put a human being in the same 
category as a house.” 

Hamilton said that he had not lived with his 
wife since he discovered after returning from the 
Marines that she would not have children. 

“Even if I do not get an annulment here by 
the law of this state, I will not live with her,” he 
told the court. 

In his decision, Referee Carew stated: 

“The defendant, Beatrice, insists that the 
marriage be not carried out as commanded by 
law—-human and Divine—but unlawfully. It is 
the duty of this court to terminate any such 
partnership rather than to compel parties to 
specifically perform it in this criminal fashion.” 

He added that when such a criminal partner- 
ship is presented to a court of law, “it is the duty 
of the court to denounce and end it.” 

Then he cited the case of the two highwaymen 
and concluded: “On the authority of the decision 
in that case, I recommend that the prayer of 
Hlenry Harmon Hamilton, Jr., be granted and 
the marriage to be annulled,” 

Accepting the referee’s recommendation, Justice 
Aron Steuer granted the annulment.

HICAGO newspaper editors looked at the 
cablegram, blinked and looked again. 
It was dated Ootacamund, India, May 
26, 1925, and it read: 

“Mme. de Manziarly of Paris announces the en- 
gagement of her daughter, Mile. Mima de Manzi- 
arly, to George F. Porter. The wedding will be 
held in Ootacamund on June 3. Returning shortly 
to Europe.” 

At first it was suspected the message was a 
hoax; a practical joke to upset Chicago’s world 
of society and finance but inquiry revealed that 
Porter himself had sent the cable, thus writing

the first chapter of a story of the union of two 
worlds—the occult and the practical; a story that 
was to end in tragedy within two years, when the 
union was severed. 

(;seorge French Porter, at 43, was not only one 
of Chicago’s most eligible bachelors; he was one 
of its important citizens. Since his graduation 
from Yale in 1903, beautiful debutantes and their 
ambitious mothers had iooked yearningly in his 
direction and Porter had looked the other way. 

Society wanted to know: Who was the woman 
who had entranced him? 

The world of finance and politics wanted to 
know the same thing.

banker and railroad builder. The imposing Porter 
home on North State St. had been the Mecca for 
the mightly from near and far. 

. George Porter had taken a prominent part in 
politics and on the business side he was director 
of a half-dozen corporations and head of his own 
real estate company. 

This, then, was the background of the “con- 
firmed” bachelor who had and proudly, 
in distant India, announced his engagement and 
marriage to a Mile. de Manziarly. 

Chicago society couldn’t place her until George 
Porter, brought his bride home in October, 1925. 
Then it was recalled that five years earlier, Mrs. 
Arthur Ryerson had met a little Russian refugee 
in Paris, had invited the girl to Chicago for an 
extended visit. 

That was when Porter had first met Mima of 
the dark hair and the grave blue eyes. It may 
have been love at first sight, on his part, but Mima 
apparently was_untouched. ; 


G HE went back to Paris, then returned to this 
country -and Worked as a“librarian in New 
York. Porter went to New York to see her and, 
after a while, proposed to her. 

A thousand beautiful young women in his 
home city would have jumped at the chance to say 
Yes. But this strange, silent girl had a different, 
a disturbing answer. 

“I cannot decide now,” she said. “Our worlds 
are So fa¥ apart.” . 

If Porter thought.she meant the worlds of the 
rich and the poer, the Nobodies and the Some- 
bodies, he was mistaken, as she gravely explained 
to him. 

Her world was one of mysticism, created by 
the teachings of.an, Oriental cult. She could not 
be sure of living up to its tenets if she took as 
her husband an outsider, a non-believer. 

“T must go away to consider,” Mima said, and 
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then she went away to India to study theosophy. 

Porter, forsaking business, politics and his 
clubs, followed and won her over completely he 
thought..to modern living in a modern world 

His disillusionment came shortly after the cou 
ple’s arrival in Chicago. 

She refused to wear furs or jewels, making 
her conspicuous in the fashionable circles in which 
they were expected to move. 

Instead of following the current style in hair 
dressing, she wore hers straight back from the 
forehead —and people stared. . 

The Porter house on North State St. appalled 
her, with its heavy furniture and its master- 
pieces by Sir Joshua Reynolds. At her behest, 
they took over a 13-room apartment on top of a 
skyscraper on East Cedar St. and Mima _ took 
over the interior decorating. 

Startled guests found that, outside of bright 
colors on the walls, the apartment had “almost 
nothing in it really, one sits on cushions on 
the floor.” 


[XN THE basement of the same building, Mima 
Porter opened a bookshop called The Zodiac, 
selling works on oriental mysticism, philosophy 
and astrology. 

The adoring Porter humored her in this ven- 
ture and in another failure, a play called ‘The 
Ragged Edge.” He went with her to the inter- 
national convention of theosophists where she 
met Jiddu Krishnamurti. 

The slim young Hindu was preaching “happi- 
ness, supreme happiness, for everybody.” 

During his stay in Chicago, Mrs. Porter was 
almost constantly in his company —and George 
Porter smiled. 

George Porter missed the festivities of that 
winter, 1926-1927. A fall from his horse in 
October provoked injuries that finally sent him to 
Johns Hopkins Hospital. He had planned to visit 
specialists in London and Vienna, but he aban- 


doned the project and returned to Chicago in mid- 
February, 1927. 

After a few days in Chicago, he again decided 
on the European trip with Mima. It was to be 
a second honeymoon. They were to leave on the 
afternoon of Feb. 23. That morning, he sent 
Mima to his office to make final arrangements. 

At 10:30 a. m. she was summoned home by a 
friend of her husband, Prescott Lecky. Lecky 
had dropped into the Porter apartment only to 
find George French Porter dead, his body sprawled 
across the bed. 


A REVOLVER lay near his outstretched hand; 
a single bullet from the weapon had been 
fired into his head. 

There were several letters.on the desk, two of 
them addressed to his wife. One dealt with busi- 
ness matters. 

The other, a masterpiece in pathos, love and 
unselfishness, read: 

“My beloved: 

“IT love you—I trust you absolutely. You are 
the most adorable, the most exquisite—la plus 
delicieuse. You have given me the greatest happi- 
ness. I trust you absolutely. 

“Never blame yourself. This fate was on me— 
the inevitable conclusion of a twisted life. 

“Here I write and plan—and the revolver has 
been ready for weeks, after our joyful morning. 

“T wanted you to have all the last joy possible. 

“T had to deny the truth in myself and all is 
twisted. 

“Thank God infinitely I can care for your fu- 
ture. The will cares for this. I hope you will 
leave with your trustee the care of the remainder 
of your estate...But you must learn and know for 
yourself the right spending of money. 

“I want your happiness. If this is in the- 
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osophy, all right—-dut be sure you really believe... 

“Don't putin yourself and work and money and 
have the agony and waste of seeing fallure on a 
large scale aS you now see In the Chicago Play 
Producing Company (in which she took a: great 
interest) on a trivial scale. That would be a waste 
of yourself and of me,« 

“For if my life has served to break your shell 

to bring you love and understanding and to 
endow you with the power of money-—-it Is worth 
while. You are making it a suceesgs.. And you 
are full of love and understanding, my beloved— 
the biggest, most beautiful understanding and 
love 

‘So lLask you to go slow on theosephy and for 
the next few years... and beware of the cynical 
and over-sophisticated. It is too easy for you, 

“All I want is your final happiness. This will 
come to you only if you see final results and 
achievement. And use rightly your great qualities 
of love and understanding of people—your flair 
for the new in art and decoration and theater and 
literature. 

“My darling, my beloved—if I could only teach 
you all this! fis 

“You are brave and true. I love you absolutely 
and trust you absolutely.” 


HAT was what George French Porter wrote to 
his beloved wife, Mima, on Monday and Tues- 
day before his death. 

He added a postscript on Wednesday: 

“My Darling: Forgive my talking of happiness 
to you--but I hope for it for you after the storm, 

“I love you. I die because I cannot live. 
Forgive.” } 

There was another, more practical note, but 
full of consideration and unselfishness. It read: 

“My beloved: In connection with my will—twe 
things. 

“Please cancel and return to the makers all 
notes for indebtedness made for reasons of 
friendship. 

“Please keep for yourself all of my objets d’art, 
pictures, furniture, silver, rugs, bronzes, etc., you 
care for. Do not hurry in deciding. Where you 
do not care for them give generously to friends 
and give the bulk to the Art Institute.” . 

Mrs. Porter later gave a sizable collection 
of his paintings to the Art Institute in Chicago 
in compliance with his request ——the last one. 

George Porter wrote other notes, all with the 
intent of safeguarding and assuring the future 
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of his beloved Mima. Among them was one to 
his brother, H. H. Porter, which read: 

“Dear Henry: 

“I ask your forgiveness. 
or light ahead. 

“I know you will do all that is possible for 
my beloved Mima. 

“Never blame yourself. There have been mu- 
tual mistakes between us. I know that at bottom 
we love each other deeply. The difficulties have 
been due to early mistakes and environment and 
strange things we could not understand.” 

He signed himself ‘your loving brother,” and 
added a postscript: 

“Encourage and force the independence of 
your children —- there was my great mistake —in 
not bein able to make an independent life for 
myself.” 

A note to Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick read: 

“You are the truest friend, the bravest, the 
finest woman. This"may be a coward’s act or the 
bravest act:of my life. I can see no light or other 
way ahead. 

“I know that you love Mima. She needs you 
and you can do more than anyone else to help 
her and to show the world that she is blameless. 
She is pure gold but so inexperienced. , 

“IT love her. I trust her absolutely. In the 
end I believe this will be the best thing for her.”

ITH his death, there was nothing left in Chi- 
cago for Mima except heart-wrenching mem- 
ories. She returned to France where, as this is 
written, she is living so quietly she is practically 
in seclusion. Friends say she is no longer Iinter- 
ested in theosophy or the tenets of the occult 
world-a world that could not be reconciled with 
the practical world of George French*Porter.

As the Automobile Backed Up, Zorthian 
Heard His Wife's Horrified Scream—the 
Fears That Had Made Him So Cautious 
for His Children's Safety Had Become a 
Tragic Reality 


HE tap, tap of a child’s ball bouncing on the 

sidewalk stood out momentarily above the 

steady roar of traffic on a busy Los Angeles 
thoroughfare. 

It roused young Jirayr Zorthian from his 
artist’s daydream. Even as the noted mural 
painter grinned a friendly greeting at the small 
boy before him, his heart skipped a beat. 

Like a demon the gay red and blue striped 
ball had leaped right into the surging stream of 
automobiles; its tow-headed owned followed and 
only by what seemed to be a miracle escaped 
the grinding wheels. 

Fear held the on-looking Zorthian immobile. 
Then he was shaken with rage at parents who 
would permit so small a bit of humanity to be 
exposed to such great danger. 

It never would happen to his baby, so new 
and beautiful, the conscientious young father 
vowed. He'd stake his life to see that Barooyr’s 
little girlhood was well protected. 

All day the artist fretted as he worked on an 
intricate mural design. He must find a safe place 
to raise his family far enough away from the 
death-dealing machines of the highways so that 
he need not fear them. 

He began to search for a home site in one 
of the Los Angeles suburbs. 

Inglewood finally was chosen. Jirayr and his 
pretty wife, Elizabeth, planned their home. 

Then, one day, the newspapers carried a tragic 
story of a child struck down by an automobile 
within a few blocks of their future refuge. 

Again Jirayr declared that his baby must be 
protected no matter what the cost. 

The place was not secluded enough, the young 
artist decided. 

Somewhat in the spirit of a retreating general 
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bent on finding’a vantage point where he could 
make a firm stand against his attackers, Jirayr 
Zorthian hunted until he came upon a spot in the 
mountain foothills back of Pasadena. 

It was a 12-acre tract of hilly ground nearly 
a mile from the end of the closest public thor- 
oughfare. A Single, narrow, private road was 
the only approach. Winding curves on that 
road made dangerous speed almost impossible. 

Here the anxious parent started his strong: 
hold. 

The Zorthian home was completed a little more 
than a year ago, and just a few months after 
the birth of the artist’s son, Tiran. 

Tiran was a baby to make any father proud, 
and an added stimulous to Jirayr’s increasing 
urge to more and more safety for his innocent 
offspring. 

With loving care Jirayr supervised the build- 
ing of a well-equipped, enclosed playground. It 
was arranged so the level spot for tricycle and 
scooter usé was at least 50 feet from any point 
that could be reached by a car. 

Love for his children, mingled with fear, di- 
rected the father’s footsteps up and down the 
narrow winding road. Already he had posted a 
sign at the private gate to his home. 

It warned roving motorists in bold letters: 

“One Way Road. Do Not Enter.” 

Others were posted at each and every curve: 
“Slow. Sound Horn.” 

A wooden bridge was labeled: “Private Bridge; 
Not for Public Use.” 

Near the curves approaching the Zorthian 
home were the _ final precautionary notices: 
“Slow. Children. Sound Horn.” 

In spite of all of these safeguards, 
Zorthian still had one tremendous worry. 
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Jirayr 


It was necessary for cars to back up in order 
to turn before leaving the Zorthian estate. This 
made any visitors a potential hazard. It made 
Jirayr Zorthian, himself, a hazard every time he 
took his car from the garage. 

The wealthy artist who by this time was father 
of three children—-a baby daughter named Sey- 
burn being the Jatest addition—-planned a circular 
drive so backing never would be necessary. * 

The job was nearly fmished early in February 
of this year when one of the season’s few rain- 
storms set in. All work had to stop, and this at 
a time when another week would have seen this 
final safety project completed. 

Thus, with what he deemed complete security 
for his children almost within his grasp, cir- 
cumstances beyond even the most loving father’s 
control kept the embers of Zorthian’s fear alive. 

It was Sunday and the rain had stopped. The 
family decided to go for a drive. 

Filled with the excitement of.the occasion 
Barooyr, three, and Tiran, one and one-half, chat- 
tered childish nonsense as they walked into the 
yard beside their mother. The little girl agreed 
to watch her small brother while Mrs. Zorthian 
went down to the maid’s cottage on an errand. 

Jirayr Zorthian had gone to get the car which 
he still had to back from a narrow driveway, 
pending completion of the safety circle. 

As he got into the car he had no realization 
that his wife had left the children, even momen 
tarily. She, in turn, expected to be back before 
her husband had time to start the machine. 

Jirayr stepped on the starter. The automobile 
rolled slowly back. How strange-——he felt almost 
at peace and without fear. 

Then he heard a horritied scream. It was his 
wile, Elizabeth, and there was terror, yes, a warn- 
ing of death, in her voice. 

Jamming on the brakes’ Jirayr 
jumped out in an agony of fright. 

There, under the wheels, was the son for 
whom this father would have given his life. 

Little Tiran had pulled away from his sister 
at the first sound of the engine and rushed to- 
ward the car. Although the returning mother 
was only a few steps away there was nothing she 
could do. In a split second all of the father’s 
elaborate precautions were rendered futile. 

The child died within a few hours and a brok- 
en-hearted father sighed, “I believed I had thought 
of everything to provide safety for my children.”

ANE ENGEL, internationally Known dress 
J buyer with a daily $10,000 to $12,000 business, 

apparently became a huge success in spite of 
herself. Looking back on it, she could think of 
no explanation for the way she came right on up 
except that she was uncommonly lucky. 

Who without luck could take $400 and, at the 
depth of the depression, build it into a gold mine? 

She wasn’t planning on getting rich back in 
1930 when she opened her first dress shop on 
New York’s Madison Avenue between 79th and 
80th Streets. A modest income was her aim. 

As a matter of fact, if she could make $3.20 
profit on a dress in those dim days of the past, 
She was quite happy. Sell five dresses a day and 
you had $16. That was good, simple mathematics. 
What else was there to the dress business? 

Nobody ever suggested that Jane Enge)] should 
wear a dunce cap. Just the same, after she 
learned the fine points of the dress business, she 
wondered how she ever had the nerve to rush 
right in, so to speak, where those angelic char- 
acters known as backers often fear to tread. 

Previously, she’d been a secretary. She had 
never really had to worry about money. Her 
father was doing splendidly on the market. Jane 
quit her job and went to Europe with the family. 
That was in 1929. When they returned to home 
shores there was nothing left but Jzne’s $400 
savings. What to do? 

She looked around for a secretarial job again,

About the Business but 
Succeeded in Spite 
of Herself 


Suddenly such things as taxes and insurance 
came up. Jane had to put price tags on her 
dresses and her father hired a_ long-suffering 
accountant who made an attempt at untangling 
the finances. Jane wasn’t much help. She'd 
thrown al] receipts and other financial papers in 
the wastebasket, 

This more business-like attitude didn’t change 
Jane’s luck, however. The shop just blossomed 
out and grew without inhibitions. The sales force 
of one grew to a staff of 200. 

Jane Engel, Inc., moved across the street to a 
four-story specially built store all its own, and 
branch stores sprang up in East Orange, N. J., 
and White Plains, N. Y. As though that weren't 
enough to handle, stores from Boston to Singa- 
pore get their dresses bought for them by Jane 
Engel’s Merchandising Service. 

The whole Engel family has benefited from 
riding Jane’s luck.

Mrs. Engel took charge of the sales force and 
the duty of seeing that the customers were treated 
right. Jane’s father helped her with the buying. 

Jane said she had no hard and fast rule for 
choosing her merchandise and never knew what 
would sell well and what wouldn't.

Sometimes she made boners, she said. and 


but these paid only $12 to $15, and by the time 
carfare and Junches came out of that it just 
wasn’t enough. 

So Jane asked herself, what’s an easy business 
to go into? The answer, according to her own 
method of adding and subtracting, was the dress 
business—-one of the most competitive businesses 
in New York. 

She couldn’t afford rents down in the business 
district, so Jane rented the store on uptown 
Madison Avenue for $116 a month. In those days 
landlords did most of the decorating and gave 
you a month’s grace besides. Jane furnished the 
store with odd chairs and tables from home. Then 
down to the garment district, and 
bought a few dresses on credit. Soon she was 
open for business. 

Invoices? Jane didn’t see any need for bother- 
ing with them. Bookkeeping? Nonsense. If 
you bought a dress for $10.75 and sold it for 
$13.95, you didn’t need paper and pencil to figure 
out the profit. Price tags? What for? The 
dresses were all one price. If she wanted money 
she took it out of the cash box. Whatever was 
left went into the bank. 

This was even easier than she had imagined. 
Friends came in and told their friends. Business 
was wonderful and all went well for six weeks. 
Then came trouble. Other shops were raising a 
rumpus about the under-selling that went on at 
Jane Engel, Inc. Jane began having trouble 
getting dresses from manufacturers who wouldn't 
sel] unless she put the regular mark-up on them. 


they were expensive. Once she bought 2,300 
copies of a mode! that looked very good to her. 
The item weuldn’t sell. Jane studied it and 
analyzed it, and it still looked like a good dress 
By the end of the season she had 700 or 800 of 
that litthe number on hand and she never did find 
out what was the matter with it. But by that 
time she could afford such a blunder. 

Once earlier, when she was in no position to 
take such a loss, a buying spree went in her favor. 
At that time she was running her dress shop with 
the help of only her mother and a bookkeeper. 
There was a three-piece red net evening dress 
that she thought was good, 

Jane mentioned to the other two that she 
thought a dozen of that model ought to be re- 
ordered. So Jane went ahead and ordered it. So 
did Mrs. Engel and the bookkeeper. 

All three orders arrived the same day and Jane 
thought she’d faint. ‘Thirty-six red net evening 
dresses! She was beginning to wonder what on 
earth to do when, lo and behold, that model caught 
on. The dresses were all bought up. A bonanza! 

What had Jane Engel learned from 18 years 
in the business? Did she have a success secret? 

If there’s any success secret it’s selling, not 
buying, dresses, said this veteran buyer of some 
175,000 dresses a year. With a large selection on 
hand, she said, the rest is up to a well-trained 
sales staff. 

It is a policy at the Enge] store that one sales- 
girl serves the customers in all departments. 
Ordinarily, if a women wants a hat she buys 
from one salesgirl; a blouse from another, and 
So on. 

At Jane Engel’s one salesgirl takes her cus- 
tomer all through the store. Jane said she had 
found that customers buy more that way. 

If they buy more in your store they’re more 
likely to come back, she said. She developed her 
clientele, too, by giving little extra services—-like 
alterations for last year’s wardrobe. 

The fact that her store is uptown, Jane found 
it to be an advantage. Mothers come in with 
their babies, or send daughter in after school. 

What kind of personal wardrobe was owned 
by this woman who bought 175,000 dresses a year? 
Very indifferent. Jane said she doesn’t care much 
about dresses for herself. ‘Too stout,” she says.

HEN Paul Flato walked out of Sing Sing 
three years ago, “Jewels by Flato” were 
all but forgotten. He was bankrupt. 


Debts of $600,000 faced him. In the pocket of 
his prison-tailored suit he carried $21, plus an 
order not to go back into the jewelry business 
until the expiration of his parole. 

Today F lato is riding high again, heading back 
toward the top of the jewelry designing business 
in which he was a leader until he was sent to 
prison tor pawning jewels belonging to others. 

From the drabness of prison life and bank- 
ruptcy, suave, blue-eyed and temperamental Paul 
has again blossomed forth in a swank, modernistic 
apartment in New York’s fashionable 60s, 
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Flato's Jewel Shows 
Were Magnificent 
Spectacles. On One 
Occasion Brenda Frazier Modeled the Jonker No. 
Reportedly Worth $1,000,000. 


His profits from compact designing business in 
1947 amounted to more than $20,000. 

His profits this year from a new firm, Paul 
Flato Sales Corp., should go into six figures. 

But there will be no more direct contact with 
the selling of jewels for Flato who for 20 years 
listed the Vanderbilts, Doris Duke, Gloria Swan- 
son, Madame Schiaparelli, Brenda Frazier Kelly, 
and even the late Spanish Queen Victoria Eugenie 
among his clientele. 

“No more jewelry selling for me,’ 
“I’m-just no business man. 

“Since finishing my program (the term he 
prefers for parole) I have turned down a 11i!'1lon 
dollars backing to go back into the jewelry selling 
business. But I don’t want anything to do with the 
buying and gelling business. I’m an artist. 

Jewels first made, then broke F lato. 

In 1936, Queen Victoria Eugenie chose him to 
sell the famed Spanish crown jewels, including the 
fabulous Emerald Cross given by Isabella II of 
Spain to her French cousin, Eugenie, empress con- 
sort of Napoleon ITI. 

His jewel style shows were magnificent. They 
reached a climax in 1939 when he paraded the 
beautiful Brenda Frazier, now Mrs. John Simms 
(Shipwreck) Kelly, before New York’s 400 in the 
Ritz Carlton’s Cafe d’Elegance displaying the fabu- 
lous 125-carat Jonker diamond. At that show 
more than $3,000,000 worth of Flato jewels were 
shown and society went mildly berserk rushing 
to Flato’s shop at 1 E. o7th Street.

However, as Flato now admits, he was no- 


business man and the more orders that poured 
into the intimate and exclusive penthouse shop, 
the less money he seemed able to collect or keep. 

Then a strange quirk of fate brought the police 
into his life, more trouble around his already 
troubled head, and eventually a trip to Sing Sing. 

Flato reported the Fabrikant diamond, part of 
the Spanish crown jewels and valued at $60,000, 
had been lost from his shop. 

Other dealers who knew of his sad financial 
state raised eyebrows and began to worry about 
jewels they had handed to Flato on consignment 
to sell to his_rich and noble clients. They started 
a run on his shop only to learn to their dismay 
that Flato had pawned consigned jewels to keep 
his head above the financial flood. 

Actions were filed and although Paul pleaded 
innocent as a bad business man, in the end he 
pleaded guilty to the criminal charges.

Says a World Famous 
Designer, "I'm Just No 
Business Man” 


Nearly a year after the disappear- 
ance of the Fabrikant diamond, it reap- 
peared. A Manhattan tailor, Robert 
R. Rapoport, told police that Flato had 
given him the diamond as a present 
for Mrs. Rapoport. She thought it was 
too gaudy and tossed it into a drawer 
where it stayed for nearly a ‘year, the 
owner unaware of its value. 

Flato was brought down from Sing 
Sing to testify before the grand jury 
and he disputed the taiior’s story but 
the jury believed Rapoport and Flato 
went back to Sing Sing to finish his 
stay. 

When at last he did walk out of 

+ prison, he went to werk as a laborer 
i at 50 cents an hour at the Etched Prod- 
ucts Corp., in Long Island City. 

He. finished his parole in 1947. 

“T was able to make use of the one 
art I know,” he related. 

“That of designing jewelry. My 
royalties on sales of compacts which I 
designed brought me over $20,000.” 

Much of the $20,000 must have gone 
to establish Flato in his present sur- 
roundings. Again he is the handsome 
and spruce Paul of old. His living 
room is furnished in a Louis Quatorze 

motif and a butler serves the guests who come to 
discuss designing with him. 

But he’s not entirely the Flato of old. 

“I avoid the noisy and flamboyant hotspots of 
cafe society. I’ve worked hard to come back. 

“Now I’m on the brink of a new enterprise 
and my hopes are boundless. But no selling of 
jewelry. I’ design jeweled compacts, lipsticks, 
cigaret cases. 

“Believe me, selling jewelry itself always cost 
me money. When.I say I was in the business 
more for art’s sake than for my own welfare and 
profit, I mean it! 

“Take for example the time I designed a 
bracelet with two flowers. It was a beautiful 
piece of work. It should have sold for $18,000. 
But I just couldn’t make myself let go of it. 

“But one day Millicent Rogers, the Standard 
Oil heiress, saw it and talked me into selling it 
to her. I let her have it for $15,000, so you see 
what a business man I am,” 

What of the life of a sensitive and tempera- 
mental designer in Sing Sing? 

“You Know,” he related, “I always felt there 
was no reason for me being there. 

“IT met some nice people in prison. 

‘In my day I have been with kings and queens 
and when I went to Sing Sing I hobnobbed with 
thugs and thieves, and I found more kindness 
among those behind prison walls than I did among 
royalty and the flippant and flossy uppercrust. 
Prison walls make most people meek and humble.” 

But Flato found that some of the boys at 
Sing Sing were not really as nice as he thought. 
One of the convicts, John Thomas Skelton, out of 
Sing Sing only a few days, was arrested by police 
after a disturbance at Flato’s apartment. 

Police said Skelton held up and robbed three 
men in the apartment at the point of a “toy 
gun.” Flato said he didn’t know Skelton and 
Skelton countered that it was all a joke; he just 
wanted to deliver a message to Flato from one 
of his friends at Sing Sing. 

Despite his new philosophy, Flato’s old Park 
Avenue and royalty friends haven’t forsaken him. 

Scores of them came forward to aid in his re- 
habilitation. I‘tany wanted to back him in the 
jewelry selling business. But that’s out. Flato 
has adopted Shakespeare’s famed lines as his 
future guide: 

“But whatever I have merited either in my 
mind, or in my means, need, I am sure, I have 
received none; unless experience be a jewel:

ILLIAM K. KEARSLEY, the inventor who 
contrived a way to make whiskers grow 
on rubber faces, made oysters open them- 

selves and built an electrically-operated door 
which lets black cats into the basement and sends 
gray cats skedaddling, has retired. 

He has hung up his screwdriver. 

In 44 years of inventing for the General Elec- 
tric Company at Schenectady, N. Y., Bill Kearsley 
has created and developed mechanisms which 
have aided the sick and injured, been invaluable 
to manufacturers and helped America win a war. 

But of his many ingenious devices, the one he 
gets the most fun describing is his contraption 
which can tell a black cat from cats of other col- 
ors in the dark. 

“We had Mickey, this black cat,” Mr. Kearsley 
explains. “He used to like to come in by the 
cellar window. ‘Trouble was, all the cats in the 
neighborhood would follow him, and it got to 
the point where the feline population of Schenec- 
tady would drop over to the Kearsleys’ every 
evening for a little get-together.” 

The cats had a fine time, but the Kearsleys 
were quite disturbed. 

So Mr. Kearsley rigged up a photoelectric cell 
which would let Mickey in, but which would drop 
a trap door and give a mild but discouraging 
shock to any gray, white or yellow cat that also 
felt sociable. The Kearsleys were very unpopular 
with the non-black cats of Schenectady after that. 

Mr. Kearsley went to work for General Electric 
44 years ago and started out right away inventing 
things. He lHved in a kind of a bachelor club. 
house, and his bed faced the window. His feet 
got cold. He did something about it. 

It was really pretty simple—just sewing a few 
wires up in a piece of old blanket and plugging 
them in. As the electricity went through the 
wires, they got hot, and so did his feet. 


7 RIRTY years later he and some other General 
Electric scientists got to fooling around with 
air-conditioning and other home comforts, and he 
began Tinkering with a system to make people 
sleep warmer. 

First he rigged up a bed with a ceiling, through 
which ran heating coils. It worked all right, but 
it took too much electricity. 

Then Mr. Kearsley remembered his little feot- 
warmer of many years ago. 

Using the same idea, he made a few electric 
blankets in the laboratory and passed them out 
to his fellow scientists. Gerard Swope, then 
president of General Electric, heard about them, 
and insisted on trying one out. 

After sleeping under it for a few nights, he 
said everybody should have one. It might help, 
he added as an afterthought, if people could buy 
them from General Electric. 

‘That was the beginning of the electric blanket, 
now Shock-proof, automatically controlled, and 
made by several other companies in addition to 
General Electric. 

Kearsley’s inventions were often inspired by 
some obvious, long-felt need. For example, there 
was the occasion Mrs. Kearsley broke her leg. 

“The bones knitted up fine and the time came 
to take the cast off,” he says. “The doctor said 
she had to come to the hospital to have the cast 
taken off. I could see why she had to go to the 
hospital to have it put on, but why go to all that 
bother just to take it off? I asked the doctor why 
they didn’t use some kind of contraption like 
opening a sardine can.”

} ATER he took home a piece of high-tension 
steel wire.

when he came home, he merely stepped on the 
treadle, the door opened, and in went Master 
Kearsley, bicycle and all. 

A few years later, in 1901, Marconi flashed 
the first wireless message across the Atlantic. 
That same year young Kearsley flashed a wire. 
less message two blocks with a transmitter he 
had built himself, He considered the two 
achievements about on a par. 


HGH SCHOOL was pretty dull for a tinkerer 
like Bill Kearsley, so he quit when he was 
a freshman and went to work helping his father, 
a traveling railroad auditor. 

That job was no more fun than school, so 
he quit. Then General Electric hired him -and 
he’s been there ever since. 

One of the officials of the company, wandering 
through the bachelor-employees’ barracks one day, 
ran up against the weirdest looking thing he’d 
ever seen. 

Asking a few questions, he learned it was 
Kearsley’s window-closer. 

Made out of pulleys, ‘weights, ropes and an 
old alarm clock the contrjvance closed the 
window each morning, kindled the fire and turned 
on a phonograph which woke Kearsley up by 
playing “The Stars and Stripes Forever.” 

The gadget’s special merit was that if rain 
began coming in during the night, the mechanic- 
ism closed the window without kindling the fire 
or turning on the phonograph. 

Not long after that Kearsley was invited to 
join the GE research staff. 

The young man who never finished high school 
found himself working with the cream of the 
nation’s physicists and scientists. 

His first job was helping to solve complicated 
mysteries of the new X-ray and he was instru- 
mental in devising portable units for army field 
hospitals in World War I. 

ince then he has turned out gadgets, in- 
ventions, and complicated scientific mechanisms 
by the hundreds. Among his 35-odd patents are 
inventions and developments dealing with such 
extremely difficult subjects as X-ray, high fre. 
quency, and electronics. 

He also found time to construct a lot of gadgets 
that, while not history-making, have made life 
easier for many people. 


AN OYSTER packer, bothered about the cost of 
having to open each oyster manually, asked 
for assistance. 

' Kearsley rigged up an endless belt running 
between high-frequency electrodes, which made 
the oysters pop open. 

In between helping build a 10-million volt 
electrostatic generator, devising ‘a machine to 
record brain-waves, and contriving glasses that 
won't mist over, he found time to build an electric 
chair for chickens. It seemed a poultry farmer 
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in the region was too tender-hearted to kill his 
chickens in more time-honored ways. 

At home, Kearsley allowed himself to run 
wild. The place is a kind of residential dynamo. 

Among the wires which run everywhere are 
those which kill mosquitoes on the front porch 
and moths in the closet, ring a get-up bell for 
ten seconds every morning except Sunday, and 
play “Coming Through the Rye” when you push 
the doorbell. 

He has pioneered in electronic cooking and 
dehydration of foods by high frequency. 

Mrs. Kearsley, who sometimes refuses to ask 
her husband to do some simple chore for fear 
he'll build a machine as big as a house to do it 
for him, nevertheless finds life with an inventor 
surprisingly easy to take. 


HILDLESS, the KearsleysS usually spend their 


evenings at home, their vacations together, and 
have a lot of fun shooting both high-powered rifles 
and bows and arrows. 

People claim that there are no woodchucks 
within miles of Schenectady. Kearsley, Mrs. 
Kearsley, and two high-powered rifles equipped 
with" telescopic sights have 
taken care of that. 

Particularly endearing to 
Mrs. Kearsley is the fact In 
that she never has to wait 
for her husband when she 
picks him up at the labora- 
tory. At a certain spot a 
few blocks from the plant 
she pushes a button on the 
dashboard of the car. 

A loudspeaker in his 
office lets out a squawk, 
and he starts putting his 
things away. ‘Two squawks 
means she’s at the plant 
yates, and on go his hat and 
coat. Three squawks and she’s at the laboratory 
door. 

Mr. Kearsley, without delay, opens the car 
door and steps in. Science is indeed wonderful. 

* Even a practical genius such as Kearsley some 
times slips up. His window-warmer, which elimi 
nates drafts in houses, works fine except that it 
would probably be cheaper to burn down the 
house and move to the South Seas rather than 
to pay the electric bill. Even that, however, was 
a success compared to the disastrous arrow: 
releaser. 

Mr. Kearsley, an enthusiastic archer, decided 
that something should be done about shoot)ng a 
bow and arrow. Unlike squeezing the trigger of 
the rifle, releasing an, arrow is a jerky proposi- 
tion, and the archer sometimes misses. Naturally, 
he rigged up a contraption. 

It was an awesome-looking thing of fiber, 
which, when held in the archer’s shooting hand,

Mr. Kearsley was understandably proud of his 
invention, which would undoubtedly bring back the 
arrow and make other weapons obsolete, but he 
overlooked something. 

His bow had a 30-pound pull, 

Kverything worked so well that the arrow 
went off before Mr. Kearsley was aware of it. 
He had no time to brace himself, and his hand, 
released by 30 pounds of pressure, naturally 
flew back, along-with the fiber covering, and 
nearly tore his ear off. 


Fk THE serious inventions that he has patented, 

his financial reward has been less than $200, 
although many have made or saved a great deal 
of money for the company. Mr. Kearsley, who 
knows about as much on the subject of finance 
as the average banker knows about electronics, 
thinks that’s fine. . 

“Most men who like to tinker have to work all 
day and then come home and tinker at night,” he 
says. “kor years I've been tinkering, with all 
the equipment [I wanted and world-famous scien- 
tists next door to answer 
my questions, and I’ve been 
getting paid for it, too. I'd 
hate to think of making all 
those gadgets with equip- 
ment I'd have to byy my- 
self.” 

Even so, he sometimes 
whatever he _ finds 
handy. He made a com 
plicated machine to record 
the exact amount of snow. 
fall, second by second, and 
powered it with the spring 
of an old hand- wound 
phonograph. 

When the rocket bomb 
specialist wanted a gauge to measure liquid oxy- 
gen, which is 200 degrees below zero and comes 
into the motor under very high pressure he used 
the simple principle of a ballbearing. | 

The armed forces wanted something to fool 
enemy radar, which picked up every allied plane 
coming over. Kearsley, by putting together three 
metal surfaces, each sticking out an angle from 
a central axle, managed to work out a system 
by which radar impulses would bounce back at 
any angle. 


LANES would drop the kites as they flew along. 

They would float down slowly from  para- 
chutes, each sending back its impulse to the 
enemy radar sets. 

As far as the enemy knew, the air was full 
of planes. There was no telling which impulse 
came from a kite, which from the real thing. 

“I got a lot of free advertising, too,’”’ Kearsley 
says. “Each one had the official number on it, 
and ‘Kearsley Angel’ in big black letters. All 
this was on a little plate riveted on to the kite. 

“Of course, the plate was placed on the inside 
of the thing. The only people who could possibly 
see it were the enemy, after it fell to the ground. 
I never did get any orders from them, though.” 

faking a face that grows its own whiskers 
was something else again. A razor blade com- 
pany wanted to test its razors on something more 
durable than a human, and Mr. Kearsley complied 
with a rubber face and a lot of levers. 

Push the first lever, and out of the face pops 
a one-day beard. The second lever brings out 
two days’ growth--and so on. 

Another gadget simulated a bodily process and 
has proved a great boon to injured persons. It 
is the artificial nerve. Say that the nerve which 
controls the clenching of the fist is severed. As 
there is no impulse, the injured person can't close 
his hand. The nerve may grow back and finally 
deliver the message, but by that time the muscles 
may have atrophied. 


IKEARSLEYS “nerve,” which he calls a muscle 
stimulator, was designed to provide the im- 
pulse, actually an electric current, which would 
contract the muscle. 

The trouble is that different people have dif- 
ferent frequencies and while 60 cycles might work 
perfectly on one person, it would just give the 
next one a shock. 

His machine furnished electric currents over 
an unusually wide range, so that the proper fre- 
quency could be fitted to the patient after a few 
tests had showed which would do the work. Thus 
the otherwise inoperable muscle was kept in con- 
dition until such time as the nerve repaired itself. 

Now that he’s retired, Mr. Kearsley plans to 
take his wife, his rifles and his bows and go to 
Florida, mainly because he has never developed 
a satisfactory machine to shovel snow. 

“We'll just shoot a little, and lie around in 
the sun.” he says. “Of course, there are a couple 
of gadgets I'd like to work on-—-maybe I'll get 
some tinkering done.”

VER since Ben Hur drove his chariot home 
first in an historic race centuries ago, there 
has been one inviolate rule, or axiom, in con- 

nection with the so-called Sport of Kings. 

It is: You can beat the races but you can't 
beat racing. 

More recently, a matter of a few decades ago, 
a second statement of fact was added, to wit: 

All horse players must die broke. 

Well informed writers and racing experts have 
used the columns of The American Weekly to 
drive these points home to the sports loving 
public. Despite the examples presented, however, 
racing fans continue to wager millions of dollars 
daily, at the tracks and with the bookmakers. 

They bet on longshots to beat horses of better 
breeding and with more speed and endurance; 
they bet on “favorites,” although the form player 
thinks he is fortunate if three favorites win in 
the course of an eight-race program. 

They bet, no matter what the odds against 
them, and it’s doubtful if they will learn by ex- 
ample that they can’t win. 

Take, for instance, the story of George Clarke 
and his charming wife, the singer known profes- 
sionally as Kay Parsons. 

Take them in the year 1930, when Mr. Clarke 
was city editor of the Daily Mirror in New York. 

As city editor of the great metropolitan news- 
paper, George Clarke had a right to look at the 
world and jts people with a skeptical, if not a 
jaundiced, eye. Daily, across his ,desk flowed 
stories dealing with the activities of thieves and 
thugs, confidence men and counterfeiters.

“But why do you keep on betting, George?” 

“Just to prove that you cannot win,” was the 
answer. “But don’t you start betting. One demon- 
strator in the family is enough.” 

“Don’t worry, George. I'll never try to beat 
the races. You have shown me it is impossible.” 

George went to Saratoga that summer, follow- 
ing his custom; made $2 bets, following his cus- 
tom, and failed to win any of them, following his 
custom. ‘The day before the historic Travers 
Stakes, he scanned the entries for the classic. 

It shaped up strictly as a two-horse race, no 
matter how many thoroughbreds paraded to the 
post. Gallant Fox, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and all the important three-year-old stakes, was 
held at 1-to-2. His only competition was expected 
from Whichone.

Two of the men stepped forward and tied 
his hands behind his back, then walked him to 
the tree and fastened the dangling noose around 
his neck. 

The other men heaved at the rope and Tom

The widow lived a harried life. Her children 
were mocked and taunted and finally put out of 
school. - But they had enough character not to 
let this crush them and at last lived it down.

N MARCH 11, Comedian Frank Morgan and 
his wife, Alma, weathered 34 years of 
marriage. Amazing, for Hollywood? 

“Not at all,” insisted the graying-haired actor 
to newsmen who wanted his recipe for maintain- 
ing happy wedlock in a town where many cele- 
brated marriages have failed. 

Morgan, born Francis Phillip Wupperman, 
stuck to his story that Hollywood has no more 
broken homes than any other part of the country. 

He pointed to the imposing marital records 
of other film stars: the Jean Hersholts, 34 years; 
the George Murphys, 22; the Alan Hales, 33; the 
S. Z. Sakalls, 30; the Fredric Marches, 21; the 
Lauritz Melchiors, 21; the William Bendixes, 19; 
Irene Dunne and Dr. Francis Griffen, 19; the 
Robert Montgomerys, 19; the Bing Crosbys, 18; 
the Ray Millands, 17; the Bob Hopes, 16; the 
Walter Pidgeons, 15; the Lloyd Nolans, 15; the 
Dennis Morgans, 15; the Henry Fondas, 12. 

“Of course,” said the comedian, with a twinkle 
in his eye, “We have people here, like everywhere 
else, to whom love is like eating mushrooms. 
They never know whether it’s the real thing until 
it’s too late. 

“But, mainly, Hollywood is a victim of circum- 
stances, or rather headlines. The divorces get the 
publicity, the enduring marriages are not news.” 

After 34 years of wedded bliss, the last 16 in 
Hollywood, the noted star was in a position to 
give some rules for successful matrimony. 

Number one: it helps to have only one career 
in the family. 

“Where husband and wife both are concen- 
trated on acting careers,” explained the comedian, 
“They often forget to take interest in each other.” 

Morgan has had no trouble in that respect. 
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He and Alma Muller were married back on March 
11, 1914, when Alma was 17 and Frank 23. ‘There 
are several versions of how they met but Morgan 
Ssavs it was at a dance at his future wife’s gradu- 
ation from the Gardner School in New York. 

Both had come of good families. The Wupper- 
mans were wealthy manufacturers. ‘The actor’s 
mother had been a Hancox. Her father, Com- 
modore Joseph Wright Hancox, operated a fleet 
of Hudson River Boats before the Civil War. 
After the war, the commodore started a ferry 
line between Venezuela and Trinidad. 

There were 11 Wupperman children and all the 
boys could have gone into the family business. 
But Francis, (later to become famous under the 
name of Frank Morgan), rebelled. He decided to 
follow the example of his brother, Ralph, and 
become an actor. 

In the meantime, after leaving home, he had 
tried various other trades—selling toothbrushes, 
advertising, real estate. He even had punched 
cows in Las Vegas. Then he went back to New 
York broke, married Alma and found his niche 
at last as an actor. 

Alma took to the theatrical life. She and 
Frank had a son, George, born two years after 
their marviage. 

Frank’s career prospered.. He developed his 
distinctive style of comedy on the stage, played in 
many hits and finally, in 1932, went on to the 
movie capital. 

Musing on the contented years that followed, 
Morgan laid down rule number two for happy 
Hollywood domesticity: 

Never keep a secret from the wife. 

“Women,” explained the comedian, “are per- 
sistent creatures. If a woman sGents a secret she 
will ferret it out sooner or later. Then she will 
confront you when yoy are least prepared.”

He never has tried to fool “The Duchess” (his 
pet name for his wife), said Morgan. 

“I mean that,” he emphasized, “You have to 
be honest with those you love. You have to 
readily admit your mistakes. Otherwise you 
might as well throw in the sponge and start look- 
ing for a bachelor apartment. And that’s silly. 

“Socrates, the Greek philosopher, once said, 
that a man can either marry or stay single, but 
whichever he does, he'll regret it.

But he has 
found time for a hobby—sailing, and he advises 
hobbies for all husbands and wives. 

Last year Frank sailed his yacht, the Dolphin 
II, in the Honolulu race and won it. The Duchess 
didn’t go along. This year, with Frank busy on 
a film, Mrs. Morgan made a trip alone to pick up 
the actor’s new yacht on the east coast and sail 
with the crew into the Caribbean. 

The separate vacations have not disturbed the 
even keel of the Morgan marital bark, but when 
Frank’s marathon contract at Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer (he’s been there since 1933), ends next 
year, he and The Duchess plan to board their 
yacht and take a long voyage together. 

“The Duchess,” explained Morgan, “is an in- 
telligent woman and has an even better sense of 
humor than IL.”

A Pitcher's Deformed Hand 

Gave a Peculiar Twist to the 

Ball, and Made Him One of 
Baseball's Mightiest

ORDECAI BROWN might have spent his 
M life mining coal in his native Indiana if 

he hadn't lost one of the fingers on his 
right hand and crippled two others in accidents 
on his father’s farm when he was a youngster. 

Mordecai Brown, who died recently in a hos- 
pital in Terre Haute, the town where he began 
his baseball career back in 1901, was the hero of 
every Middle Western fan four decades ago. 

Boys w’'10 collected ball players’ pictures which 
came as premiums with a popular brand of cig- 
arettes treasured “Mordecai Browns” and “Christy 
Mathewsons” above all others. They would give 
you any two pictures you named for one of either. 

There was something about “Three-Fingered” 
Brown that intrigued the rising generation at the 
turn of the century. First of all, his name cap- 
tured the fancy of Young America. What kind 
of monicker was Mordecai? 

The “Three-Fingered” nickname _ surrounded 
him with an aura of mysfery that added to his 
lustre as a hero. If the kids had known that 
their idol’s full name was Mordecai Peter Cen- 
tennial Brown, his rating would have gone up. 

Brown was born on a farm in Nyesville, Ind., 
in 1876. the centennial of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. His Welsh and English parents 
read the Good Book and delved into it for good 


given names for their new oftspring. The “Cen- 


tennial” middle name was a patriotic afterthought, 
in honor of the 100th anniversary of the Republic. 

Playing around the farm one day when a boy 
of seven, young Mordecai stuck the index finger 
of his right hand into a feed cutter, to see what 
would happen. 

He found out quickly and painfully when his 
finger was amputated just above the knuckle. 

A few weeks later when his healing stub was 
still encased in a splint, the lad in chasing a hog 
through the stubble, tripped and broke his fall by 
instinctively shoving out his right hand. The third 
and fourth fingers were broken. 

Poorly set, they knitted into a gnarled shape,

yet were as sound as two oaks. 

Playing baseball with the other farm lads of 
the neighborhood, Brown found that he wasn’t 
handicapped too much. He was a third baseman 
at first and caught on with a team of coal miners 
in near-by Coxville. 

One day in 1898, he was playing with Coxville 
against the Brazil, Ind., semi pro club when his 
team’s pitcher fell going after a grounder and 
injured his arm and couldn’t continue. 

In the emergency, Brown was asked to take 
the mound for Coxyville. That afternoon, he found 
out for the first time that adversity hadn't treated 
him so badly after all. 

When the ball lett his hand and headed for the 
batter, his stub and two distorted fingers imparted 
such a peculiar twist to it that it broke with a 
hop that made batters hit futile grounders. 

The Brazil club’s batters were so awed by 
Brown's strange delivery that their manager 
signed him up after the game for much more 
money than he was getting from Coxville. 

Mordecai Brown was on his way. 

After breaking into professional baseball in 
1901 with “Terry Hut,” he was bought by the 
Cardinals in 1903 and a year later landed with 
the Cubs, the team with which he won his 
greatest fame. 

In 1908, his peak year, Brown won 29 games 
and lost nine. But the Great Matty topped him 
with 37 victories. Christy could beat them all but 
Mordecai Brown. Six times during his career, 
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Mordecai came within one hit of attaining every 
pitcher’s goal--a no hitter, 

When he retired in 1916, in the same game 
in which his old rival, Matty, also made his last 
appearance as a player, he had won 239 games 
and lost 131, including three seasons in the Three 
Eye League and two in the Federal League. 

The feud between Matty and Brown was a 
classic. They opposed each other 24 times over 
12 seasons. Mordecai won 13 games, nine of them 
consecutively between July 12, 1905, and October 
8 1908. That ninth victory was probably the 
greatest feather in Brown’s baseball cap. 

The Cubs came east on their last trip, in 1908, 
practically eliminated from the pennant race. But 
Brown, pitching in 11 of the last 15 games of 
the season, almost alone won the pennant. 

The famous Merkle incident was needed to put 
the Giants out of the race, though. The day 
before Merkle pulled his costly. faux pas, Brown 
had pitched the Cubs to victory in both ends of 
a double header at the Polo Grounds. 

Next day, with the score tied at 1—-1 in the 
ninth and Brown resting his weary arm on the 
bench, Bridwell came to bat with two out, Merkle 
on first and Moose McCormick on third. 

As Bridwell singled, McCormick scored, and 
Merkle, stopping halfway to second, started for 
the clubhouse, forgetting that he had to touch 
second base to avoid being forced out and thus 
nullifying the winning run. 

There are many versions of what occurred

after that but among the things that no one can 
deny happened are that the ball or a ball was 
linally thrown to Johnny Evers who* stood on 
second and that,Umpire Hank O'Day, who saw 
the play, gave a delayed decision that Merkle 
was out, that McCormick’s run didn’t count and 
that the game ended in a 1—1 tie. 

Two days later, Harry C. Pulliam, president of 
the National League, ruled that O’Day was cor- 
rect and ordered a replay at the season’s end. 

The clubs were virtualy tied for first place 
after “Merkle Day.” At the end of the season, 
16 days later, they were deadlocked with 98 vic- 
tories and 55 defeats each. Thus, the replay of 
the Merkle game would decide everything. 

The Giants started Matty in the all-important 
contest but Peerless Frank Chance, the Cubs’ 
manager, feeling the law of averages was about 
to catch up with Brown, started Jack Pfiester. 

The Giants landed heavily on Pfiester in the 
first, however, and Mordecai was sent out with 
the lifeline with two out, one run in and two 
on. Putting an extra twist on the ball with his 
deformed hand, Brown fanned Artie Devlin. 

Then, with the same old mastery, he held the 
Gaints to one run and four hits for the rest of 
the ball game while his teammates, Joe Tinker, 
Johnny Evers, Johnny Kling and Frank Schulte, 
were hammering Matty for four runs that gave 
Chicago the pennant. 

That fall, one Mordecai Brown picture com- 
manded four ordinary ones.

*AS required by law, part of the estate went 
to Fritsch’s widow and children, while the rest, 
inéluding. costly furnishings, went to Martha. 
Thus, at 23, she became a person of substance as 
well as marked personal charms, 

Three months later she married Emil Marek, 
20, who was studying engineering at the Vienna 
Technical Institute. He quit school after the 
mgrriage and grew a beard, being self-conscious 
about his bride’s three-year seniority. He also 
launched various grandiose engineering plans. 

One of his schemes involved the. electrification 
of Burgenland, the nation’s most backward prov- 
ince. In his financial negotiations he got the 
government to agree to put up a large sum of 
money—provided he raised the same amount. 

While this matter was pending, young Marek 
on May 25, 1925, got himself insured, for a very 
respectable sum, with the Anglo-Danubian Lloyd 
company in Vienna. 


B* THE terms of this policy, he would receive 

$400,000 in the event of permanent disability, 
and<in the event of his death his widow would 
receive $100,000. ._He made his first premium pay- 
ment on June 11. ’ 

On the very next day, something dreadful hap- 
pened to Emil. 

“The story, as told by him and Martha: 

‘He had been working in the garden of his 
villa in Meedling. He had been chopping a block 
of. wood with a razor-sharp axe. The tool had 


slipped and struck his left leg at the knee.. He 
had screamed ‘for Martha and she had come 
running with her sister, Paula. They had sum-

moned a doctor, he had seen that the leg hung 
by nothing more than a sinew, and accordingly 
had amputated it. | 

The Anglo-Danubian Lloyd eompany heard the 
news with displeaSure. Marek had paid out only 
about $145, and now they seemed to owe him a 
net gain of $399,855! It was the fattest accident 
claim to come up for collection since World War I. 

AS might be expetted, the company made an 
investigation, the first move of which was to 
examine the severed leg at the Moedling hospital. 
According to evidence later testified to in court, 
they found. marks indicating ‘that the member 
ha@ been struck«not by one stroke but by three! 

The company charged fraud. 

In the ensuing weeks and months, the severed 
leg became one of the most discussed and debated 
topics in Austria. Could a man deliberately chop 
off his own leg? The insurance company insisted 
that,- for $399,855, he could. 

With the trial months away, a fresh develop- 
ment made startling news in November, 1926. 

As was testified to later, the Mareks had sum- 
mened to their home Karl Mraz, a former orderly 
at the Moedling hospital, and suggested that he 
should swear’at the trial that he had heard cer- 
tain doctors say that they had “fixed” the leg 
wotnd so that it seemed to have been the result 
of three strokes, 


HF» WAS to gay, also, that the doctors had in- 
dicated that the insurance company would, of 
course, pay them well for their services. 


Word reached the police and the Mareks were © 


arrested on charges of having conspired to de- 
fraud the company, and to corrupt justice. 

The trial began on March 28, 1927, amid a 
tempest of publicity. As often happens when the 
defendants are- young and. good-looking, public 
sympathy was on the side of the Mareks. How 
could that young fellow do such a thing to him- 
self? How could his wife have brought herself to 
assist him? _., 

Expert opinion differed on whether the leg 
had been cut intentionally and by several strokes, 
or whether one accidental blow tould have in- 
flicted other marks automatically. . 

The defense suggested that the wooden block 
Marek had been chopping, and which had alleged- 
ly been found on top af him by Mrs. Marek, might 


have hit the leg and contributed to its severing, 
On 


The trial ended on April 9 in two verdicts. 
the.charge of defrauding the insurance company, 
they were found not guilty. On the charge of 
attempting to corrupt Karl Mraz, the ex-orderly, 
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they were found guilty and sentenced to serve at 
least four months in jail. 

Because of the time they had already spent 
in custody, the terms were considered served. 

Well-wishers flocked about the beaming couple 
as they left the courtroom. Policemen had to 
make an aisle for them as they made their way 
to a taxicab at the curb. 

Mraz, meanwhile, had received a sentence of 
six weeks for having listened to them. His well- 
wishers were limited to relatives and friends. 

In the weeks that followed, Martha picked up 
some pocket money by appearing in cabarets and 
in a Johann Strauss operetta. But the Mareks’ 
really big profit came when the insurance com 
pany settled for about $50,000. However, the 
Mareks had to pay more than half the award to 
defense lawyers and experts. 


SOON they were down to $6,000, and that went 

ast in fruitless financial ventures. First Marek 
invested in a taxi fleet, and lost money; then he 
went to Algiers and concerned himself with plans 
to build utilities in North Africa; then, back in 
Vienna in 1930, the pair operated a vegetable 
market, which also failed. ‘That left them just 
about broke. 

The family had meanwhile been augmented by 
the birth of a son, Alfons, in 1929, and a daughter, 
Ingeborg, in 1932. Soon after the arrival of the 
second child, they moved to a colony of low-cost 
houses, and Marek ate with his parents in order 
to save money. ‘The food seemed to have been 
altogether nourishing, for he was in excellent 
health in July, when he again resumed taking his 
meals with his strong-willed wife. 

Then, all of a sudden he became ill. He lost 
weight and his eyesight failed. Finally he was 
removed to a hospital, and he- died there on July 
31, presumably of tuberculosis. 

Several weeks later, seven-month-old Inge- 
borg Marek took sick, and expired on Sept. 2. 
The son, Alfons, also became ill but was saved by 
emergency measures. 

The next phase of the Martha Marek record 


developed in the spring of 1934, when she began 
to toady up to a long-neglected great-aunt, 67-year- 
old Suzanne Lowenstein, widow of an army 
surgeon. ! 

Mrs. Lowenstein was so flattered by Martha’s 
newly-developed interest that on.July 6, that 
same year, she wrote a new will in which she 
made the grand-niece her sole heir. 

It was still June when Aunt Suzanne fell ill. 

Her sight failed, her hair fell out, she lost the 
use of her legs. On July 11 she died. 


Martha, fairly well fixed again, rented the, 


place on the Kuppelwiesergasse. However, she 
liked to spend money, so the inheritance deflated 
fast, and her landlord had to attach some of the 
valuable furnishings willed her by Aunt Suzanne. 


ATE in 1935, she cultivated the acquaintance 

of Jeno Neumann, 49-year-old insurance agent, 
who became first her sub-tenant and then her 
suitor. As with Marek, she easily dominated 
Neumann, and could readily persuade him that 
any scheme of hers. couldn't help but succeed. 

A few months after Neumann meved into his 
dual role, Martha advertised that she had a room 
for rent suitable for a middle-aged lady. She 
interviewed those who answered the ad and 
selected Felicitas Kittenberger, 53-year-old seam- 
stress. She assured the grateful Mrs. Kitten- 
berger that, thanks to her wealthy connections, 


‘she would langl her lots of dressmaking customers, 


Presently Neumann wrote an insurance policy 
for the seamstress in the amount of $950. The 
policy was to be paid upon maturing to “bearer,” 
same being Mrs. Marek. 

The usual sequence of swift events followed. 
Mrs. Kittenberger became ill, her eyes and legs 
failed, her hair fell out. By June 2 she was dead, 
and four days later Mrs. Marek presented the 
policy. After deduction of taxes, she received $785. 

Mrs. Kittenberger’s son, Herbert, called on 
Mrs. Marek and angrily accused her of being a 
murderess. She had him arrested but the police 
decided that he’d let his tempef get the better of 
him, and sent him on his way. 

Which brings thé bulging Marek dossier to 
October, 1936, and the alleged theft of valuable 
tapestries, paintings and jewelry, insured to the 
amount. of $2,200. And to the secret investigation. 

Inspector Peternell and another detective, Josef 
Gunacker, maintained a careful watch on the 
Marek home; and on the always enterprising sus- 

.. In short order, they began to make inter- 
esting discoveries. 

From the janitor they learned that on the 


night of the reported robbery, Mrs. Marek had re- 
moved several large bundles wrapped in brown 
paper, and that they had been taken away by a 
small truck. The janitor had not noticed any- 
thing wrong physically with the woman. 

The officers contacted a cleaning woman who 
washed Mrs. Marek’s windows and woodwork 
each week. Peternell offered her the job of clean- 
ing his apartment at double the rate she had been 
getting, provided she went to his place on the 
day she customarily worked for Mrs. Marek. He 
told her to call the suspect, say that she was 
indisposed, and would send a substitute. 

Thus it was arranged that on the next regular 
cleaning day a policewoman reported at the 
Marek apartment and tackled the scrubbing job. 
She could see immediately that Mrs. Marek en- 
joyed the best of health. " 

Before this, Peternell and Gunacker had lo- 
cated a storage warehouse in which Mrs. Marek 
had placed a number of bundles on the evening 
of Oct. 31, having insisted that the truck must 
come for the stuff after dark. The warehouse 
invoice showed that the delivered articles were 
the same she had reported stolen. 


OW the investigation of the fraudulent rob- 

bery became an altogether secondary matter, 
for the bodies of Emil Marek, Ingeborg Marek, 
Mrs. Lowenstein and Mrs. Kittenberger were ex- 
humed and large quantities of a chemical, often 
used as a rat poison, were found in each. On top 
of that, it was established that Mrs. Marek had 
been a frequent purchaser of this poison. 

Her trial for murder opened on May 2, 1938. 
As large crowds were expected to attend, the 
ministry of justice had ordered that the proceed- 
ings take place in the large hall of the courthouse. 

The spectators were not in the least bored by 
what they saw and heard in the courtroom, for 
the “Devil in Petticoats,” as Martha had been 
dubbed, proved a spectacular defendant. 

Several times State’s Attorney Wotawa tried 
to persuade her to confess, indicating that he 
might be able to arrange a lighter sentence than 


death by beheading. But she shouted back that 
she would do no such thing, and she stared at 
him so fixedly that he said to her, “Don’t try to 
hypnotize me, madam!” 

Another time he said, “You as a mother mal- 
treated your children,” and she retorted, “I wish 
you would be as good a father as I am a mother!” 

Another time she yelled at him,.“What do you 
know about insurance?” 

Again, while she was being questioned by the 
judge about a certain theft, she sneered, “You 
knew more about stealing than I do.” 

Reminded that Mrs. Kittenberger had become 
ill after eating at the Marek home, she replied, 
“Other people also became sick after meals.” 

But the evidence against her could not be 
overcome by fireworks or denials. The bill of 
charges covered 1,400 pages, and there were 
more than 100 witnesses for the prosecution. 

One of them, a druggist, testified that she 
“had bought so much rat poison from him that he’d 
had to increase his order from the wholesaler. 
She had bought many tubes of the stuff, and each 
tube, he said, was enough to exterminate 70 rats. 

Several witnesses testified that they had heard 
her say, before Emil died, that she was tired of 
being married to a cripple. 

Eugenie Hellinger, a neighbor, quoted young 
Alfons Marek as saying, “I shall soon go to 
Heaven. My mother told me so.” 


HE defendant's explanation for why Mrs. Kitten- 
berger had named her as the _ insurance 
beneficiary was that she (Mrs. Marek) had loaned 
the seamstress $1,100 with which to open a dress 
shop, and the policy had been security. ‘ 

But it was proved that Mrs. Marek at the time 
did not have $1,100, or anything near that sum. 

Nor had Mrs. Kittenberger ever mentioned the 
dress shop project to anyone. 

Herbert Kittenberger testified that: he saw his 
mother five days before she died ‘and wanted to 
call in a doctor, but Mrs. Marek had summoned 
her own physician, who diagnosed cancer. 

Then Kittenberger wanted her taken to a hos- 
pital, but he asserted that Mrs. Marek had pre- 
vented this until the patient ha@ reached what 
proved to be her last hours. 

Wotawa, summing up for the state on May 19, 
described the defendant as “a cobra in whom the 
devil lies.” He said that the “unjust acquittal” 
in the leg-cutting case had been “the death war- 
rant for the four poison victims.” 

The five journeymen and four professional 
judges went through the motions of deliberating, 
then returned a verdict of guilty. 

Martha Marek was beheaded on Dec. 6, 1938, 
the first woman executed in Vienna in 60 years.

The faithful family serv- 
ant who has been tending 
to our needs for 17 years 
taught me her version of 
Hush Puppies and now that 
I have mastered the fine 
art, I win consistent admira- 
tion from my méntor which 
is probably a higher award 
than all the Grand Prizes of 
Paris. My recipe goes like 
this: 

2 cups corn meal 

tbsp. flour 

tsp. soda 

tsp. baking powder 
tsp. salt 

whole egg 

tbsps. chopped 
onions 

1 cup buttermilk

Captain Crechers COMEBACK

wmryO YOU think you could 
help me?” 

The Salvation Army offi- 
cer in the Bowery Corps 
Citadel in Detroit’s Skid 
Row looked up. 

Before him stood a tot. 
tering figure, 
blood-shot eyes 
peering plain- 
tively from be- 
neath a scraggly 
fringe of dirt- 
matted hair. The 
man’s clothes 
were filthy and 
tattered, held to- 
gether by pieces 
of wire. 

“Yes,” the Sal- 
vation Army 
man replied. 
“Come in.” 

He put a sup- 
porting arm 
around the 
swaying derelict, 
whom he de- 
scribed as “the 
most pitiful 
creature I ever 
saw” and led 
him inside. 

That tableau of 
Detroit’s hal f- 
world of habit- 
ual drunkards 
and drug addicts 
was enacted one 
summer nine 
years ago. The 
man who stum- 
bled into the Cit- 
adel, broken in 
health, cringing 
from grotesque 
forms that ex- 
isted only in his 
besotted mind, 
pronounced in- 
curable by doc- 
tors and asy- 
lums, was Tom 
Crocker. 

He was 40 
years old. Much of the 
previous 20 years of his 
life had been spent in jails, 
hospitals and gutters. 

“Inside, I was given a 
place to rest,” he recalls 
now. “My memory is hazy 
about what happened, but 
I must have slept. 


on WAS just another down- 
and-outer, one of the 
lowest, who had been given 
shelter, but some power 
aroused me when the altar 
call came at the services 
that night. 

“Something told me I was 
standing at the threshold 
of my last chance. All that 
man and science could do 
for me had failed. 

“As I fell kneeling at the 
altar I cried out to God to 
help me, to take me and 
make me something like the 
man my mother wanted me 
to be. I had prayed a few 
times before in my life but 
never as I prayed that night. 

“Others. prayed with me. 
Jesus answered my prayers 
and reached out to me. 

“T suffered intensely in 
the days that followed as 
I spurned the liquor and 
drug that enslaved me, but 
strangely something soothed 


me. I call it the power of ° 


God.” 


RADUALLY Tom Crock- 

er regained his health 
and strength. His crippled 
legs improved. The Salva- 
tion Army got him a job. 
Each night he bolstered his 
new faith by attending the 
Citadel meeting. 

Four months later a man 
was needed to take over the 
Bowery Corps work. So 
well had Crocker rehabili- 
tated himself that he was

asked to head the task of 
saving men as he had been 
saved. 

He is the Salvation Army’s 
Captain Tom Crocker now, 
a man in robust health, 
with a record that is unex- 
celled in the Army’s long 
annals of rescue endeaver. 

His drink and drug-ridden 
days behind him, Captain 
Tom took up the struggle 
of salvaging souls out of 
the flotsam that swirled 
through Detroit’s Skid Row 
with an understanding few 
other men could Know. 

“T tell them it’s never too 
late to begin,” he says. “I 
know, if any living human 
does. When the bars throw 
them out I take them in.” 


IS efforts became so 

successful that the 
city’s police judges began 
sending their chronic of- 
fenders to Captain Tom in- 
Stead of jail. Men who had 
known only the vicious cir- 
cle of the gutter and the 
drunk tank took new hope 
under Captain Tom’s sym- 
pathetic guidance. They 
listened to his recital of his 
own release from the 
shackles of addiction and 
found courage. . 

During the war he found 
jobs for some thousands of 
men who drifted through 
the portals of the Bowery 
Corps Citadel. Among them 
were ex-convicts, thieves, 
murderers. Some of these 
today have risen from the 
Converts Club to positions 
of responsibility and respect 
in many walks of life. 

Derelicts who wander in 
are given care in a six-bed 
infirmary. On recovery 
they are sheltered in a 42- 
bed dormitory until they 
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are able to take a job. 

“I began to drink when 
I was a boy, hanging around 
the back doors of Detroit's 
saloons,” Captain Tom re- 
counts frankly. 

“I never had any trouble 
getting good jobs. I was a 
salesman for tobacco com 

panies and real 

estate firms, but 

I never stayed in 

one place long. 

I drank myself 

out of every job 

I had. 

“Eventually, I 
got into politics 
and was named a 
court clerk. I 
still was drink- 
ing all the time, 
slipping across 
the street every 
half hour for a 
glass of whisky, 
and getting 
‘drunk every 
night. 

..“About 1930 I 
a went to a_ hos- 
_ pital to take a 

‘cure. There I 

got my first shot 

of a narcotic. 

“When I was 
released I found 
the desire for 
liquor was less- 
ened. A greater 
vice, the craving 
for drug, took 
its place. Soon 
I reached a point 
where I'd stop at 
nothing to get 
money for a 
‘shot.’ I stole 
money. I forged 
checks. Friends 
covered up for 
me. 

“The years 
that followed 
were a night- 
mare of jails, 
hospitals, then 

back to my old habits, the 
gutter, hobo jungles, canned 
heat when nothing else 
could be had, nights spent 


elying in the street or hud- 


died together with other 
tramps in any shelter we 
could find. I had fallen as 
low aS a man can sink. 


7 HEN came a day when 

I found myself in an 
asylum, surrounded by men 
who were insane. There 
was another ‘cure,’ spinal 
punctures and injections. I 
was released on three years’ 
parole, but 1 went on drink- 
ing and taking drugs when- 
ever I could get it. 

“One day I woke up hear- 
ing voices, but no one was 
near me. Fantastic shapes 
took form, then vanished. 
Through my delirium I re- 
called a Salvation Army of- 
ficer who used to plead with 
the men at the Bowery 
Corps to give Jesus a 
chance. 

“Somehow I got to my 
feet and shuffled the seven 
or eight blocks to the Cita- 
del. There the power of 
God freed me from my mis- 
erable plight after all else 
had failed.” 


Ari=x becoming head of 

the Bowery Corps Cap- 
tain Tom married a fellow 
worker, Dora Gilbert, who 
met the leader when she 
came to the Citadel to play 
the piano for the nightly 
services.’ 

Today, though’ he is now 
stationed in Chicago, Cap- 
tain Tom’s heart—and 
grateful memories—are 
still centered in that same 
Bowery Corps Citadel in 
Detroit where he found a 
new life nine years ago.
